Requires public
disclosures before charter school approval of certain contracts over $10,000. Prohibits
for-profit operation of charter schools. Restricts charter school investment of public funds
to government bonds and federally insured accounts. Summary of estimate by Legislative
Analyst and Director of Finance of fiscal impact on state and local government: Costs to
charter schools, of at least several million dollars annually statewide, to undertake
additional legal, financial, and disclosure-related work. Minor annual costs to school
districts, county offices of education, and two state agencies to provide additional
oversight and assistance to charter schools.

The proponent for the measures, Thomas A. Willis, must collect signatures of 504,760 registered
voters (five percent of the total votes cast for governor in the 2010 gubernatorial election) for each
measure in order to qualify it for the ballot. The proponent has 150 days to circulate petitions for the
measures, meaning the signatures must be submitted to county elections officials by July 7, 2014.
